Six Candidates Will Compete 


Bragonje Request for Addition 


Finally Denied by 


GHI Board

The long delayed request of Earl Bragonje, 45-A Ridge to 
build a free-standing addition was denied in a tie vote at GHI 
board meeting last Thursday. Chairman Harry Zubkoff cast the 
deciding vote, joining Directors Henry Brautigam, Frank Last- 


ner, and Charles Schwan in opposition. 


Directors Edward Bur- 


goon, Joseph Cherry, William Helm, and John O'Reilly voted for 


the request. 

The request, which has been mo- 
dified a number of times, was for 
a garage-like structure to house a 
hobby shop. The current proposal 
had deleted a breezeway that con- 
nected the house and _ structure. 
The building was to be in the rear 
yard separated from a existing row 
of garages by the current walkway. 
The request clearly constituted an 
exception to current board policy 
of not permitting free-standing 
structures in the rear of GHI 
homes. An architect’s opinion at 
an earlier board meeting recom- 
mended against the exception to 
policy. A final decision had been 
deferred until a Joint Committee 
of the Standards and Maintenance 
committees restudied the policy on 
additions to the board. 

The committee, under the pres- 
sure of the unresolved Bragonje 
request, presented their report. The 
report contained two parts. Part 
one: it will take considerable time, 
perhaps one year, to review, study 
and recommend a comprehensive 
policy on additions. However, the 
committee in part two of the report 
sought to prevent excessive delay 
on Bragonje’s request by stating 
that it found no objection to the 
revised building plan as an excep- 
tion. At the same time, the com- 
mittee felt that the board should 
consider each objection to the pro- 
posed building on its merits. After 
discussion, the committee report 
was accepted. 

After Burgoon made the motion 
to make an exception to existing 
policy, Bragonje was given the op- 
portunity to diagram and explain 
the most recent changes. A num- 
ber of the court residents, who still 
objected to the revised plan, re- 
iterated their objections. David 
Lange, a member of the joint com- 
mittee, pointed out that those court 
residents who have been objecting 
actually live furthest away from 
Bragonje’s end row home. Eight 
court residents in the immediate 
vicinity of Bragonje’s home have 
signed a petition agreeing with the 
proposed plan. The board members 
who voted against the exception 
explained their positions to Bra- 
gonje after the voting. Principally, 
it was felt a case for an exception 
had not been made. 

Brautigam Resigns 


The resignation of Henry Brau- — 


tigam from the GHI Board of Di- 
rectors was accepted with regret 
at the September 12, 1963 Board 
meeting. The resignation will be 
effective Sept. 30. Brautigam has 
lived in Greenbelt for 25 years and 
has served as a Director since 
1960. He will be moving to Belair, 
Bowie, Md. The entire board and 
the manager expressed profound 
thanks for Brautigan’s many years 
of service to the corporation and 
the community. Nominations for 
a successor will be scheduled for 
the first board meeting in October. 

Royal Breashears, the GHI man- 
ager, presented a 4 page Mainten- 
ance Study to the Board. Three 
problem areas were defined. They 
are: replacement of hot water sup- 
ply and return lines in the frame 
homes, replacement of fiat roofs 
in masonry-type homes, and the 
future of the frame homes. The 
report was favorable commented 


Hans Jorgensen abstained. 


on and referred to the Maintenance 
Committee for study. A report to 
the board is requested for the Oct. 
10 meeting. 

Land Use Report 

The land use committee presented 
a preliminary report on possible 
uses of three GHI tracts. It was 
recommended to the GDC Board 
that a survey be made on the GDC 
land across from the Community 
Church. The economics of selling 
the two GHI lots on Northway next 
to Woodland Hills appear to be un- 
favorable, consequently the board 
indicated the committee should ex- 
plore GHI building possibilities. The 
tract opposite North End School 
will be examined for building uses. 
Members of the committee have 
been visiting new town house and 
other developments in Washing- 
ton D.C. and in Virginia to acquire 
new concepts in home design. 

The manager reported that of the 
employees eligible for the new pen- 
sion plan, 100% have voted for it. 
The first reading for the appropria- 
tion of funds for the plan was gi- 
ven. The GHI share of the plan 
will cost approximately $17,000 - 
$20,000 per year. 

An audit committee report criti- 
cizing the current self-help frame 
painting program was referred to 
the Maintenance Committee. 


Panagoulis Passes Bar Exam 

Years of evening classes and home 
study were rewarded this week when 
Prince Georges County Police Chief 
George J. Panagoulis was notified 
he had passed Maryland’s bar ex- 
amination. Upon completion of his 
law course last fall. the Chief spent 
six months preparatory work prior 
to taking the bar exam. 

The Chief came to the County 
Force from Greenbelt in 1955, where 
he had served as Director of Public 
Safetv since 1940. 


GHI Begins Discussion 


Series for Members 

On September 11 in the GHI 
Board Room a small but articulate 
group of new GHI members leveled 
questions about Greenbelt at mem- 
bers of the board and resource per- 
sons from the community. This 
meeting was the first of a series 
of coffees planned by the GHI mem- 
ber relations committee to help 
newcomers become better acquaint- 
ed with the history and special 
characteristics of this community. 

The member relations committee 
began functioning during the winter 
of 1961-62, its purpose being to im- 
prove communications between the 
membership and the board and from 
member to member. In addition 
to the coffees, the committee hopes 
to issue bulletins on developments 
of general interest to the corpora- 
tion, contribute to the GHI news- 
letter, keep various committees 
informed of other committee’s ac- 
tivities, and serve as a sounding 
board for citizen needs and opinions. 


On hand to answer questions were 
Harry Zubkoff, Chairman of the 
Board, Frank Lastner, board mem- 
ber and chairman of the Board of 
County Commisisoners, James Giese, 
City Manager, Roy Breashears, GHI 
manager, and David Kane and Elea- 
nor Ritchie, representing mainten- 
ance and sales staff. President 
Zubkoff introduced Frank Lastner, 
who described briefly the early days 
of Greenbelt, calling on his own 
recollections. as an “early settler’. 

He emphasized the town’s devel- 
opment as a part of the develop- 
ment of Prince Georges County, the 
“fastest growing county in the Uni- 
ted States”. He pointed out that 
controversy is part of the fabric 
of this community - at the time 
that the federal government gave 
up ownership of Greenbelt, a num- 
ber of citizens did not wish it to 
become cooperative housing. Then, 
as now, it took citizen action over 
an extended period to evolve a 
desired end. 

Nearly all questions asked were 
concerned with land use, past and 
present, and maintenance policies. 
Bruce Bowman, who had been in- 
vited in his dual role of long-time 
resident and member relations com- 
mitteeman, explained that the main- 
teining of vacant land had been an

Only 
two councilmen secured the necessary majority of the 1,393 votes 
cast to win seats outright — Edgar L. Smith and David Champ- 
ion, incumbent minority member of council.

expensive business and some of it 
had been sold to pay off part of the 
money loaned by Nationwide In- 
surance Co. to finance the cooper- 
ative. It was pointed out that 
great improvements have taken 
place in Greenbelt over the past 
ten years; home beautification and 
upkeep have done much to make the 
city as attractive as it is. 

Lastner mentioned that certain 
parcels of land were withdrawn 
when the cooperative was establish- 
ed, but that the property on which 
Goddard Space Flight Center is lo- 
cated is in process of annexation 
to the city. Concern over the roads 
and parking lots was also expressed 
and City Manager James Giese 
pointed out that with tax reassess- 
ment road improvements may be 
possible. The problem of insuffi- 
cient parking spaces remains un- 
solved. Breashears and Kane de- 
tailed certain upkeep difficulties con- 
nected with dampness and mildew, 
and emphasized that any mainten- 
ance problems which arise should 
be brought to the attention of the 
department promptly. 


The run-off next Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 24, will be among the fol- 
lowing six candidates who finished 
in this order: William Hoff, Lewis 
Bernstein, Clifford Simonson, Fran- 
cis White, Dick Pilski, and Ben 
Goldfaden, (The votes are given in 
the accompanying box). 

The electorate also gave an over- 
whelming endorsement to the pro- 
posed $150,000 bond issue for the 
renovation of the swimming pool 
by a 881 to 188 vote. 

Edgar Smith was top _ vote- 
gatherer with 833 votes — 132 more 
than his nearest competitor, Da- 
vid Champion. Champion with 701 
votes just eked out a majority— 
three more than the 698 votes need- 
ed for election. 

The surprise of the election was 
the low vote registered by the four 
incumbents, exclusive of Champ- 
ion. Mayor White, who was high 
among the four, registered 558 votes 
and finished sixth in the balloting 
some 9 votes behind Clifford Simon- 
son. Bill Phillips was low among 
the incumbents, with his 434 votes 
failing to qualify for the runoff. 

Other unsuccessful candidates, 
in order of finish, were Joe O’Lough- 
lin, Gerald MBoisvert, and Rita 
Fisher. There were five write-in 
votes — for Allen Morrison. 

The 1,393 votes cast were the 
highest in the history of Greenbelt. 
The previous high was 1,096 in 1959. 
Thirty-one citizens cast absentee 
ballots in Tuesday’s election. 

The election was one of the most 
spirited in recent years and next 
week’s run-off is expected to be a 
repeat performance, with two in- 
cumbents White and Goldfaden 
pitted against three challengers, 
Bernstein, Hoff, and Simonson, and 
one independent, Pilski. 

The councilmen elected will serve 
two-year terms and will receive 
annual salaries of $1,000. The May- 
or, who will be chosen by the 
council, will receive $1,250.

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ALL THE FACTS 
To the Editor: 

As a member of the Advisory 
Planning Board since its inception 
three years ago, I could not sit idly 
by and ignore Mr. Neumann’s at- 
tack on the APB. He states that 
viewing problems objectively is one 
of the most important functions of 
the APB, and then ignores this in 
presenting his four “statements!” 
it is obvious that one of Mr. Neu- 
mann’s standards for measuring 
qualifications for APB is loyalty 
to the council rather than objec- 
tivity. 

While I realize that these are ser- 
ious charges, the facts of the mat- 
ter support them beyond any shad- 
ow of a doubt. Let us take his 
points one by one. 

1. Mr. Neumann is correct that 
there is a procedure for holding 
APB meetings without a quorum, 
but the chairman, Lewis Bernstein, 
was reluctant to use this procedure, 
_Since it would have allowed one or 
two members of the board to act 
officially for the board — a proce- 
dure which the Mayor has even ob- 
jected to. Despite the lack of quor- 
ums, due mainly to the failure of 
council to fill vacancies promptly, 
the APB subcommittee has held 
numerous meetings on the 40 peti- 
tions for rezoning in.and adjacent 
to Greenbelt. With reference to 
the Golden Triangle, the APB had 
requested a meeting with the peti- 
tioner. Mr. Neumann knows that 
the lawyer for the petitioners re- 
quested that this meeting be post- 
poned until after the city election, 
so that it could be discussed with- 
out becoming a political issue. 

2. At the time Ewing and Smith 
submitted their petition for rezon- 
ing at the intersection of the Park- 
way and GlennDale road, they had 
no plan for the development of the 
jiand, except that they wanted high- 
“ rise and other types of apartments. 
At a meeting attended by council- 
men, and Mr. Neumann and myself 
of the APB sometime after the peti- 
tion was filed, the land planner for 
the developer admitted that he had 
only started the plans that day. 
Not only that but they had changed 
the zoning requests. The APB’s 
position at that time was that 
Greenbelt had enough land zoned 
for apartments in the city to take 
care of any forseeable needs. 

3. Mr. Neumann knows that it was 
not the APB who considered the 
traffic circulation so important, but 
the council. We had considered 
our job finished when we submit- 
ted our original recommendations. 
However, council kept referring it 
back to the APB periodically be- 
cause one of the center business- 
men wanted it changed. 

4. What Mr. Neumann considers 
the most significant deficiency of 
the APB is also the biggest distor- 
tion of the facts. Last October 
the APB presented to the Council 
a set of goals for approval. Coun- 
cil’s lack of action on these goals 
has stymied the APB in its task 
of developing a master plan. Mr. 
Neumann may be able to work in a 
vacuum, but as a scientist who is 
responsible for research of a ma- 
jor health program, I know the 
necessity for having some well-de- 
fined objectives before starting to 
plan. Maybe Mr. Neumann has 
found a shortcut to science which 
will revolutionize the whole field 
of research and planning. 

These, Citizens of Greenbelt, are 
the facts as they exist, not as manu- 
factured by Mr. Neumann.

I do not wish to criticize Citizen’s 
Associations = certainly they give 
minority groups in our area a voice 
they would not otherwise possess, 
and certainly they may accomplish 
things for a community - but I ques- 
tion the note of desperation. The 
democratic machinery is always 
there - we have but to drive it with 
rational and honest minds, dedica- 
ted, sustained effort, and patience.

Advice on Backaches 
Ever have a backache? 


Almost everyone does now and 
then. All the way from a dull, 
uncomfortable ache to sharp, al- 
most incapaciting pain. Some phy- 
sicians credit soft beds, soft chairs 
and the other comforts of modern 
civilization with an increase in the 
number of persons who suffer from 
low back pain, says Today’s Health, 
the magazine of the American Me- 
dical Association. 


Once called lumbago,. back pain - 


is often caused by poor posture, 
obesity, ill-fitting or inappropriate 
shoes, a sedentary life, overstren- 
uous work, or participation in 
sports. It may also be due to 
disease not directly relating to the 
back or to injury or strain. Low 
back pain may occur at any age 
but it seems to bother middle-aged 
persons most. It occurs in both 
sexes and in all races, and is more 
common with people who do work 
that requires stooping or lifting. 

Good posture of the entire body 
is important in preventing low 
back pain. Sit with the head, shoul- 
ders and trunk erect. When stan- 
ding, the spine should be straight. 
Not the military “ramrod” posture, 
but straight. A soft, saggy bed and 
low, soft chairs contribute to back- 
ache. Chairs, ideally, should be firm, 
straight and have the contour of 
a normal back. 

A low-heeled shoe is best for 
standing or walking. High-heeled 
shoes tend to throw the _ pos- 
ture off balance and _ increase 
strain on the lower back. Loafers, 
ballet slippers and sneakers also 
may lead to backache if worn ex- 
tensively. 

In lifting heavy objects, keep the 
back straight and lift with knees 
and thigh muscles, rather than 
bending over and straining the 
spine. Like many other ailments, 
backache may be aggravated by 
emotional tension or anxiety. T'reat- 
ment of backache varies with the 
cause. When it’s: due to strain, 
usually rest, heat and a pain re- 
liever will help. Massage, used in 
moderation, may help relieve dis- 
comfort. Your doctor may also 
recommend exercise to strengthen 
the muscles of the back and to 
improve posture. 

Backache is a common ailment 
among Americans. If your back 
pain persists, consult your physi- 
cian,

RESOLUTION 


TO AMEND SECTION 724 OF THE GREENBELT 
CITY CHARTER P.L.L. 1953 TO PROVIDE SALARY 
INCREASES FOR THE MAYOR AND COUNCIL 


RESOLUTION NO. 38 

BE I'l' RESOLVED AND ORDAINED by the Council of the City 
of Greenbelt, Maryland, that Section 724 (P.L.L. 1953) of the Charter 
of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, shall be amended to provide a 
salary of One Thousand Two Hundred Fifty ($1,250.00) Dollars for 
the Mayor and a salary of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars per 
annum for each of the other Councilmen as follows (Added material is 
capitalized; deleted material is bold face: 


724. Creation, Salary and Composition of Council. Except as 
otherwise provided in this charter all powers of the city shall be 
vested in a Council of five members nominated and elected from the 
city at large in the manner hereinafter provided. The term of each 
Councilman shall be for two years and until his suecessor shall have 
qualified, and shall begin on the first Monday of September following 
the regular municipal election. If a vacancy (occur) OCCURS in 
the Council it shali be filled in accordance with Section 744 of this 
charter. (Each councilman) THE MAYOR SHALL RECEIVE A 
SALARY OF ONE THOUSAND TWO HUNDRED FIFTY ($1,250.00) 
DOLLARS PER ANNUM AND THE OTHER COUNCILMEN EACH 
shall receive a salary of ($750.00) ONE THOUSAND ($1,000.00) DOL- 
LARS per annum, payable in twenty-six bi-weekly payments. No 
ordinance amending the charter with respect to fixing or changing 
the salary of Councilmen shall become effective during the current 
term of councilmen enacting such ordinance.
